CHEAP SUGAR 
FROM THE U 5S. 
IS NOT WANTED 


Customs Act Will Be Invoked to 
Prevent Dumping of American 
Sugar Here

OTTAWA, Oct. 8—The Citizen tomor- 
row will say: The anti-dumpin pro- 
visions of the Customs act, are being in- 
voked. against the improtation to Canada 
of cheap sugar from the United States. 
In several cases within the past few 
weeks, it has been applied and people who 
thought to get sugar at the low rates 
‘+ wes selling for at certain potnts in 
the States, plus duty and exchange, and 
thus horn in under the high rates pre- 
vailing in Canaéa, have been fooled. 

The duty is based upon the fair market 
value at which sugar is sold “* in the 
ordinary course of trade of the country 
of export.” Loes! price slashing would 
not be regarded as the ordinary course 
f trede but rather the prevailing rates 
in the States when sold by wholesalers to 
the trade, Five per cent, leeway is ai- 
lowed between the “prevailing price in the 
United States and what the article is so'd 
for in Canada, but anything more than 
five per cent, Is a contravention of the 
dumping legislation and there are inter- 
ests which are quick to tnyoke this pro.

The re-ent-ane 
ot Australia into the open woo! markets 
of the world Is an event of great s'cni- 
ficance as 100000 beles of Avstrallan woo! 
will be offered at auction during October. 
At the Adelaide auction, ful’y 75 per cert. 
of the wool offered was withdrawn, indi- 


cating that price offered by the trade 
were not satisfactory to Australian grow- 
ers, American sheep men are still herd- 


ing their wool for higher prices, and there 
was little or no selling of wool jn Canada 
or in the United States during the past 
week, 

“Sentiment towards the formation of 
an international wool pool is growing rap- 
!_lv among sheen raisers in the various 
states The feeling Is still growing that 
cheaper wools must result in cheaper 
goods to the consumer, One hundred 
manufacturers in Philadelphia have an- 
nounced the formation of an organization 
the obfect of which fs to sell et from 
manufacturer to consumer. ‘The presi- 
dent states that manufacturers are tired 
dodging profiteering charges, and that 
they are willing to solicit the co-onera- 
'on of consumers in knocking the props 
from under the living costs. The fal'ure 
of free selling of woolen goods to ma- 
tertalize is Iald to the fact that prices 
to the consumer have not been sufficlently 
reduced,”

Witnesses at Tariff Commission 
Sitting at Saskatoon Hold 
Tariff Responsible 


NEED ASSISTANCE 


' Officials of Grain Growers Says 
Almost Impossible For Man 
to Farm Without Help 


SASKATOON, Oct. 8,—(By Cana- 
dian Press.)—-Farmers in the vicinity 
of Saskatoon who appeared before 
the tariff commission at the session 
here today, held the protective tariff 
responsible for conditions on the 
farms which are driving the fermers 
to the city to earn a living. Drought 
and crop failures combined with the 
tariff have led the abandoning of 
many farms and the miovement off 
jthe land is continuing. The Saskat- 
chewan Grain Growets association 
in a statement asked for the revision 
fo the tariff. Representative farmers 
from various rural districts gave ex- 
amples of conditions which, they held 
make a change in the tariff essential 
if the production on the farms is to 
be kept up to normal. Few farms 
in the vicinity of Saskatoon were said 
to be' profitably productive owing to 
the heavy costs of farm machinery 
and general upkeer 

Manufacturers asked that in the in- 
terests of their business that the pro- 
tective tariff be retained and gave 
figures to show that their Canadian 
prices were based on costs of produc-

Egyptian Nationalists Accept 


British Plan for Independence 
With One Important Reservation; ppINCE CFORCE 


Maher Bey, One of Leaders Declares Only Thing That 
Stands in Way of Complete Settlement is Refusal of 
Great Britain to Make Clear to World That She no 
Longer Intends to Maintain The Protectorate or Any 


Suggestion of it Over Egypt 


8.—Leaders of the 
Egyptian Nationalists party, meeting 
in Paris, have dec.ded to accept with 
one important reservation the British 
plan for Egyptian independence which 
was announced in Engiand last July. 

Th.s was learned today by the Asso- 
clated Press from a member of the 
Kgyptian committee of four which 
carried the British plan to the Kgyp- 


tian people and arrived in Paris yes-| 


terday on its way to London. 

As a result of their two-day confer- 
ence, the leaders have formed a num- 
ber of suggestions and counter-pro- 
posa‘s whica will probably be sub- 
mitted to a high official of the Brit- 
isk government, who is expected to 
arrive in Paris w:thin the present 
week. It wag intimated that this of- 
ficial might be Earl Curzon, Britisa 
foreign secretary. 

Chief Reservation 

The chief rescrvation made by the 
Egyptians consists of a demand that 
all references to the British protec- 
torate over Egypt be completely elim- 
inated from the chief treaty of Vere 
sailles and all other existing treatios, 
including taose growing out of the 
war. 

The Egyptians have agreed to per- 
mit a certain number of British troops 
to remain in Hgypt, sa.d the commit- 
tee member, and haye also agreed to 
pay indemnities to atl British and 
other fore.gn subjects in Egypt who 
miay suffer through reorganization 
and tae advent of independence. 

Complete Independence

LONDON, Oct. 8.—A wireless 
dispatch received from Moscow re- 
ports that a military mutiny has 
broken out among the garrisons in

traffic and shall Canada's children be 
free from the curse of alcohol which 
has done more than any other evil 
to blight and destroy in generations 
gone by, was the question discussed 
at length by the speaker.

Poultry Expert Lectures 
On Winter Egg Production 


At the meeting of the Edmonton 
Poultry association, held in the coun- 
cll chamber Wednesday night, G. M. 
Corni‘e, of the Dominion Live Stock 
branch, poultry division, gave a very 
interesting address on winter egg pro- 
duction. The speaker of the evening 
was to have een W. H. Fairfield, of 
Lethbridge. Mr. aFirfield, however, 
was unable to come, and ‘Mr. Cormie, 
who was to speak at the next meeting, 
October 20th, consented to speak at 
this meeting instead. It fe possible 
that Mr, Fairfield will speak on Octo- 
ber 20th, instead. 

In his address, Mr. Corm'e said: 

“To get winter egg production. poul- 
try experts the world over have been 
expending their best thought and 
time for years and years Experimen- 
tal farms, demonstrations, university 
professors and every one primarily !a- 
terested in poultry, have ‘been work- 
ing to this end, because they know 
that a hen which will lay persistent- 
ly during the winter months will cer- 
tainly continue to lay during the 
spring_and summer months, the nat- 
ural time for wild birds to lay, and 
} Once upon a time the domesticatrd 
hen was as wild as the prairie chick: 


n. 

“Millions of dollars have bee, ex- 
pended endeavoring to store the pro- 
dute of the hen in such a way that 
{t will be as nearly l.ke the new-iaild 
eeg'in Jaunary, aa when it was laid 
the previous summer. All efforts have 
failed to make the egg more palatable 
than when it was produced ‘by tho 
hen. 

“Nature has made provision fur 
such things as can on'y be obtajned 
in warm weather. Fru't, for instance. 
We have varieties of applies that are 
best when picked from the trees in 
late summer or early fall, but w3 have 
other varieties that are scarcely pa'- 
atable unffl they have been ‘stored for 
months. Grain can be kept for years 
in practicaliy as good condition as 
when ‘t was first harvested, but not 
so with the product of the hen, It is 
never ‘better than when just iaid, and 
no amount of manipulating can»din- 
prove it. Consequently {t would ap- 
pear that nature intended man to nave 
fresh eggs during the whole year. 

Investigation has shown that tlug 18 
possible. That a hen will lay until the 
young are prepared to carry on wile 
\ehe rests awhile. It 4s not uncommon 
for a hen to commence laying in .):t2- 
ber or November and continue to lay 
fairly pers stently until the next Octo- 
ber or November, when chickeus 
hatched from her eggs will be ready 
to take over the business for her, 

“Until we have accomplished this 
end, we are not getting all out of the 
hen that she is willing to give us 

“Efficiency can only be gained by 
comnpiying with certain requireme.i s, 
which are: Physica: perfection, phys!- 
ca, comfort, proper environment aud 
proper food. 

“Given these four things, we have 
gained what we set out to get, a hen 
that will lay for twelve moaths, or 
until her offspring are ready to take 
her place. 

“Physical perfection, at first 
thought, some might say was the only 
requirement, for, in order to get this 
we must provide each of the other 
three—comfort, proper environment 
and proner food; but tf we start with 
something that is physica] perfection 
and do not provide the other three, we 


simply lose the foundation and our!their wants and cater to them.”

“Fourth Speed For Level Roads 


Would Almost Double 
Mileage 


New York.—A_ revolution of the 
motor car tndustry ja now being ad- 
vocated as a means of conserving fuel 
suppiles. The manufacture of Irht 
ears with high gear ratio and the 
more frequent use of a shift ts con- 
sidered to be one means of attaining 
the end whereby a greater efficiency 
will be afforded from our gasoline sup- 
plies, It is even urged that cars be 
équipped with a fourth speed for use 
along level stretches of country. This 
would eliminate the car which can 
start from a given potnt and run over 
hilly roads without changing gears. 
Continental engineers, it {s asserted by 
those advocating the high gear ratio 
and the frequent shift, never attempted 
to design a car that would take the 
majority of the hills on high. 

In the forthcoming number of The 
Lamp, the official organ of the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of New Jersey, the 
relation of the petroleum supplies to 
the automobile industry is taken up 
at some length and it Is asserted that 
the motorist tin this country does not 
get the mileage from his gasoline 
that should be attained if supplies of 
petroleum are to be conserved, It 
is stated that a car should ‘be de- 
signed to get from twenty-five to 
thirty miles on a gallon of gasoline. 
This, it js admitted, however, would 
do away with the high power, heavy 
car and would mean some sacrifice 'n 
comfort. It is contended, however, 
that this sacrifice should be made,
